Resignation leaves 
open seat on EJ 
city commission 


After a conspicuous absence from recent commission meetings. East 
Jordan City Commissioner Shane Williams submitted his resignation 
citing a recent move to a home outside of the city limits. 

At its regular meeting on Tuesday, July 16, the commission offi- 
cially accepted Williams’ resignation by a unanimous vote. 

Elected to the four-year seat in 1999, Williams became a vocal critic 
of the East Jordan Fire Department, repeatedly calling for the resigna- 
tions of both city administrator David White and fire chief Glen 


Thorman. 


Early in his tenure on the commission, Williams, a volunteer 
firefighter, opted to assume inactive status after issues were raised re- 
garding a potential conflict of interest. 

According to city attorney Scott Beatty, the vacant seat created by 
Williams’ resignation must be filled within 30 days of the commission's 


official action on the matter. 


The city appointments committee is expected to have a recommen- 
dation to fill the seat by the next regular commission meeting, set for 


Tuesday, Aug. 6. 


Once approved, the appointee will hold the seat until the end of Wil- 
liams’ elected term, which runs through November of 2003.

Results in on BC Market Study 


s Lakefront, river focal points of possible development 


After several months in the mak- 
ing, the results of the DDA- 
commissioned Boyne City Market 
Study were unveiled at a special meet- 
ing held at city hall. 

Presented by Howard Kohn, presi- 
dent of the Baltimore-based Chesa- 
peake Group. the results were met by 
a cautious but interested reaction from 
audience members. 

Though conclusions were many, 
the main crux of Kohn’s presentation 
was that in terms of waterfront and 
downtown development, the city 
must take quick and decisive action. 

“We do believe there should be 
good development on the lakefront. 
and that development is two-fold: on 
land and in the water,” Kohn said. 
Lakefront development would in- 
clude, according to recommenda- 
tions, the expansion of commercial 
activity along the Jakefront and the 
expansion of marina activity, and the 
relocation of municipal services off 
of waterfront property.

Business District. The group also 
used their conclusions to guide the 
creation of a Strategic Implementa- 
tion Program, which, Kohn said, “‘is 
the most controversial part of the 
work.” 

Of the surveys, Kohn noted that one 
interesting point is the similarities in 
the issues raised by both the business 
community and area residents. “The 
two surveys are virtually identical,” 
Kohn said of the results, which in- 
cluded key issues like parking, infra- 
structure repairs and improvements, 
attracting and retaining employees, 
yearround residential patronage, and 
affordable housing for families. 

Though parking issues were one 
point raised by both business and resi- 
dential, some of the comments gath- 
ered were complimentary, and over- 
all, Kohn said, the study indicated that 
parking in the downtown area is ad- 
equate at this time, though directional 
signage and better enforcement of 
regulations might be called for. 

Other issues, like attracting down- 
town businesses, are key, though ac- 
cording to the study the downtown 
area is “pretty healthy” compared to 
other communities Kohn has worked 
in. 

Results indicated that the future 
success of downtown Boyne City will 
be primarily “dependent upon main- 
taining the current base of business 
activity and expanding upon that 
base.”

Methods recommended to achieve

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Motorcycle club members face 
charges in beating of Boyne man 


Two area men are facing felony 
assault charges, with charges pend- 
ing for a third man, in connection with 
an assault that took place recently at 
Whiting Park Campground in Eveline 
Township. 

Eric Peter Vaughn, 29, of Boyne 
City, and Marcus Damon Cornelisse, 


of Aiba, have both been charged with ~ 


one count of assault with a danger- 
ous weapon. Richard Lee Selissen is 
expected to be charged this week. 

According to an affidavit given by 
Charlevoix County Under Sheriff 
Donald Schneider, on July 16, offic- 
ers were dispatched to the campground 
to assist David Wayne Loranger, 40, 
of Boyne City, who was reportedly 
assaulted and bleeding badly. 

Witnesses reported that three males 
had assaulted Loranger before leav- 
ing the scene in a dark blue, full-size 
van heading west on Ferry Road.

Area programs 
benefit from 
state tobacco 
settlement funds 


More than $23,000 was recently granted to 
Charlevoix and Emmet county programs for tobacco 
prevention and cessation, and programs that emphasize 
healthy lifestyle choices. 

The grants were thade by the Charlevoix County 
‘Community Foundation and the Petoskey-Harbor 
Springs Area Community Foundation as part of an 
agreement between the State of Michigan and the 
Council of Michigan Foundations. The State of 
Michigan is one of 46 states receiving funds from the 
1998 national tobacco master settlement agreement 
between the tobacco industry and the states. 

Under anagreement with the State of Michigan and 
the Council of Michigan Foundations, a portion of the 
interest earned on the State’s tobacco settlement 
revenue is distributed annually to the 66 community 
foundations in the State to fund local, health-related 
programs for youth and seniors. 

The Charlevoix County Community Foundation and 
the Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area Community Founda- 
tion together received over $40,000 for the 2002 
distribution. 

Half of that amount is placed in a permanent endow- 
ment by each community foundation for future 
grantmaking and the other half is for immediate 
grantmaking. 

While each community foundation has its own 
permanent endowment to benefit their respective 
counties, the two community foundations have formed 
a joint Healthy Youth and Seniors Advisory Committee 
made up of representatives ftom health and human 
service agencies that cover the Char-Em area. 

In addition, each community foundation has a 
member of their Youth Advisory Committee serve on 
the Healthy Youth and Seniors Advisory Committee. 

In the latest round of grantmaking, the two Commu- 
nity Foundations each awarded $10,769 to the North- 
west Michigan Community Health Agency for their 
Tobacco Prevention and Cessation Among Youth — 
2002 project. 

This is a comprehensive education and prevention 
project to target elementary, middle and high school 
students in Charlevoix and Emmet counties. 

The project will also include a media campaign and 
educational programs for seniors. 

The Charlevoix County Community Foundation also 
awarded $2,000 to Planned Parenthood Northern 
Michigan for the How To Say No program, which 
teaches healthy lifestyle choices for seventh and eight 
grade students. ;

After completing basic 
training at the US Navy training Sta- 
tion in Bainbridge, Md. he was as- 
signed to the USS Fletcher and served 
with the Pacific Fleet attaining the 
rank Fireman First Class. On April 15, 
1946 Anzell was Honorably Dis- 
charged from the Naval Service of the

Separation Center, Bainbridge, Md., 
having received the following deco- 
rations and citations: The Pacific The- 
ater Ribbon with four battle stars, The 
American Theater Ribbon, The Vic- 
tory Medal, Presidential Unit Citation 
and The Philippine Liberation Ribbon 
with two battle stars.
